Regarding applicants comments on the admitted prior art, the admitted prior art (page 2, 

first paragraph) clearly discloses there was a known danger of the fleece being displaced in the 

mold, it being noted this position is consistent with that made in previous office actions and not 

argued by applicant such that it appears acquiesced. 

Regarding applicants arguments that the magnetic material does not form part of the final 

foam product, the claims are not commensurate in scope with this argument, it being noted 

Banfield is cited merely to show the well known technique of using a magnetic coating to secure 

an article to a mold. 

Regarding applicants arguments that it would not be obvious to modify Banfield by 
replacing the fastener with a knitted fabric, the rejection is over the admitted prior art in view of 
Banfield, Harada, and optionally Sugimoto wherein the admitted prior art is not limited to any 
particular barrier layer, and Harada is cited as exemplary of well known barrier layers including 
fleece barrier layers. Banfield is not modified in the rejection. 
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
